OBITUARY.

Omoer Pachn,

The distinguished soldier, Micasl Lattas,
better keown under the Turklsh name and title
of Omer Pachu, whose death is announced, at~
tained a high position In Turkey, despite his
humble origin_ and forelgn birth. His father
was a Crooar, and a member of the Greek Chureh.
Michel was born at Plaski, and received kis
early Imstruction first al the military sehool of
his native village, and aflerwards at the high
school of Thurm. On leaving school he becamae
a endét in an Austrian border rogiment, which
he shortly left to become an assistant surveyor
of roads and bridges.

He was discatiefied with this pursnit, and
deserted from the Ausirian gervice, Entering

'urkey, ke qualified himself for the position of

utor the fowily of a Pacha, by renouncing
hia Greek creed and embracing that of Islam.
Jle aleo assumed the name of Omer, and applied
himeelf witk great sssidulty to study the lan-
unge, manuers, and customa of his new coun«
srymen,  Some time afterward, he became mas-

or in the vew military school at Constantinople.
Tn thia eapucity, Omer evinced superior abj I.B’,
and was soon promoted o the rank of officer in
the regular wrmmy of the Bullan, and shortly
Ltgnurﬁ to that of adjutant on Lis personal

A He first disungulahad himself by quelling in-
baurrections in Byria and Albauia, and lu 1848
ommanded the Turkish troops in Wallachia
[during the joint oceupation of that principality
by the Uroops of the Uzar and Sultan. In 1852
mer Pacha was sent Lo subjugate the Monte-
negrins, but, through the intervention of Aus-
ria,that arducus task was then abandoned. The
war with Russia now arrived, and afforded
mer Pacha his first opportunity of conducting
pullitary operations on o large scule. When
lhe Ruaslan (roops entered Moldavia and Wal-
Hachlaj be was appolnted geveralizzsimo of the
urkish army.
